Rhine­ 
lander; Prof. B. H. Meyer and Hal­ 
ford Erickson members of the com­ 
mission. 
Meyer is now a member of 
the interstate commerce commission 
and Barnes recently resigned 
from 


the Wisconsin supreme court to ac­ 
cept the position as attorney for tho 
Northwestern Mutual Life. 
Erickson 
is the last of the old commission to 
leave. 
Trouble a t Legislature 
By the “ insiders” it is claimed that 
the trouble on the railroad commis­ 
sion started wheu the two 
mem­ 
bers appointed by Philipp went lie- 
fore the legislature and asked for a 
cut in the appropriation. Since then 
it has been necessary to discontinue 
some of the activities of the com­ 
mission. The second step came w hen 
the other two members of the com­ 
mission practically ousted Secretary 
L. E. Gettle from his job. 
During the past few months it has

ROOK CONCERN TO 
HAVE NEW BUILDING 
The Methodist Book Concern, sell­ 
ing literature to Methodists to the 
value of $1,000,000, are erecting a 
new building in Chicago for Metho­ 
dist headquarters, and enlarging the 
Cincinnati plant, all at an expense of 
$600,000. 
To aged, Methodist min­ 
isters the Concern has just turned 
over, through the Book committee, 
a profit of $275,000 made last year. 
This sum 
is smaller 
by $25,000 
than the $300,000 turned over the 
previous year, owing to the larger 
cost in 1915 of white paper, so the 
report just issued says. 
The busi­ 
ness actually done was less by $50,- 
000 In 1915 than that done in 1914, 
the falling off being general at all 
centers save Cincinnati, which show­ 
ed a heavy increase.

Easter, when the eight weeks’ pro­ 
gram laid down at the beginning of 
Lent will have been completed. The 
publicity campaign is compared to re­ 
cruiting. 
Mobilization and 
“active 
service” are next in order. 
How to Work is Topic 
“ How shall we put to 
work 
the 
forces we are mustering? 
wa# the 
absorbing topic at the noon-day meet­ 
ing of pastors and laymen held last 
Tuesday. 
Here are some of 
the 
suggestions that were put forward 
in answer: 
A city church federation. 
A program of hot-weather activity. 
A union revival, probably next fall. 
A social survey of the city to draft 
a program for community betterment 
on broad lines. 
These are the more momentous of 
the suggestions that have been made.

Congregational Pastor First Baptist Church, Chair- 
to pe understood that all 
of 
them are tentative for the present. 
They are to be threshed out from 
every angle. 
Some may be dropped. 
Others probably will be added. 
But 
al least it is certain that concerted 
action will be taken in some direc­ 
tion to make permanent and useful 
the success of the “ Go-to-Church” 
advertising. 
Incidentally, the 
advertising will 
not stop with the end of the 
eight 
weeks before Easter.

“ Go-to-Church” 
campaign has reached scores of good 
church folk in the city who were out 
of touch with the churches. Many of 
them have moved .into the city 
as 
strangers. 
In the business of get­ 
ting settled they have missed connec­ 
tions with the churches, aud lost the 
church habit. 
“ Going to church is a habit, like 
every other sober and decent thing 
one does,” said a member of the as­ 
sociated pastors. 
"It is an easy hab­ 
it to form or break. 
“ As La Crosse grows, people move 
in who are accustomed to church life. 
But they are diffident about making 
new connections. • We don’t know 
they are here. 
All we. have to do is 
to get acquainted, but lacking th a t 
they get out of the habit. 
The pub­ 
licity'is invaluable in bringing them 
out to the churches, and then we get 
into touch with them .” 
The survey suggestion is for a sys­ 
tematic canvas of the city, to reach 
personally strangers of this kind. 
It 
is suggested that the church affilia­ 
tions or preferences of the newcom­ 
ers l»e noted, and the names and ad­ 
dresses brought to the attention of 
the pastors of their 
denominations. 
Pastoral cidls and 
a resumption of 
church relations would be the next 
step. 
Big Plan for Social Survey 
The suggested social survey goes 
further. 
It involves a thorough in­ 
vestigation of labor, housing, 
and 
moral conditions in the city as well 
as the search for church people out 
of touch. 
It is, however, an expen­ 
sive activity. 
Properly done, it is

One suggestion that has met with 
almost universal favor looks toward 
the inauguration of a series of noon­ 
day scrive* during Passion Week. It 
is proposed to hold these in a down 
town hall or theater, 
with special 
music and brief talks by the pastors 
every day of the week preceding Eas­ 
ter. 
The noon-day 
gatherings on 
Tuesdays, which have been attended 
by pastors and interested laymen the 
last three weeks, are the seed from 


which this action is likely to develop. 
The Tuesday gatherings have been a 
success. 
It is possible that they may 
be made general public gatherings 
to which the businessmen will be in­ 
vited *for the rest of Lent, culminat­ 
ing in the Passion Week meetings. 
The advisability of this action will 
be discussed next Tuesday. 
To Continue Co-o|>eration. 
That the present co-operation will 
remain at the helm of church activi­ 
ties at the end of the eight weeks 
is a distinct 
possibility.
